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On the Irvon. The River Irvon joins the Wye at Builth 
Wells. Builth Wells is historically connected with the fall 
of Welsh independence; on the banks of the Irvon near 
here, Llewelyn, last native Prince of Wales, was slain in 
battle, December, 1282, by the forces of Edward I. 1111691 
the town was destroyed by fire ; it was rebuilt by public 
subscription. 
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
